A site for the long-awaited New Union was approved 
last night by McGill's Senate. Earlier thia week the Boaid 
of Goveinora had already given their approval but this 
was not made, public.until after the Senate had completed 
its deliberations. Tlie proposed location of the new building 
will be Milton and Univensity Streets,- just opposite the 
McConnell Engineering Building. 

Official, (ext of approval from the University is a.s 
follows: 

A^J^t Board of Governors and the Senate of McGill 
University have approved as a site for the new Union 
building the property now owned by the University on the 
comer of University and Milton Streets. This site is pre-, 
sently occupied by Bishop Mountain House which liouse.s 
the Arctic Iitstittite. The new project will be given top 
priority and although funds are not immediately available 
for construction the Board of Governors has requested its 
New Union Sub-Committee to proceed with the preparation^ 
of plans for the building in conjunction with architects 
who have already been named by the University." 



Interviewed by the Daily, StU' 
dents' .New Union Committee 
Chairman Stu Smith said, "After 
:!0 years of existence it is grati- 
fying that the New Union Sub- 
committee of the Board of Go- 
vernors has, through the Board 
and the Senate, secured approval 
for a site for the new Union. This 
is only a first step, however, and 
every day of delay before com- 
pletion of the new building means 
24 hours of disgrace for McGill 
University", 

The Daily learnt that the New- 
Union Subcommittee of the Board 
of Governors has instructed the 
Students' New Union Committee 
to continue planning in conjunc- 
tion with the architects and to 
present the finalized plans to the 
Sub-Committee for consideration 
when they are ready. 

The students conunitlce has al- 
ready seen preliminary plans 
and are presently canvassing 
other University unions for ideas. 
Stu Smith indicated that he

Enrolment to be 
Lîmâfed in 1962 



In the n;xt few years, the Uni- 
versity v/ill introduce a policy of 
limited enrolment, according; to 
Itcglstrar Colin M. McDougall. 

"With the present, trends ot 
first year enrolment McGill 
could have 14,000 stu:!cnts by 
1005. We hope to sat a ceiling 
somewliare between 9,500 and 
10,5C0", the registrar c&id. 

Mr. McDougall, speaking at a 
homo sshool meeting, continued 
that there would probably bs no 
policy changes before 11)82, He 
said that after discussing- the 
issue University authorities had 
reacbml a tentative solution to 
llie problem. , , y 

McGill woidd' require all appli- 
cants to write VS. College, apti- 
tude tests, hs said, due to the 
fact that the results of tlie High 
School Leaving Certificate exa- 
minations are not published until 
laic August. A transcript of the 
student's high school markj and 
principal's report would also be 
required. ' . . . 

Hr^McDbugall stressed that no 
new system had been approved, 
but the outlined system seemed 
the most workable and would 
likely be- adopted. . 

Sir George Williams CoUeg» 
has -already instituted this aew 
system. • , "

The suggested site at that time 
was tlie Presbyterian College 
which has since been renovated . 
in part. .

With All Deliberate Speed 

In choosing an acceptable and desirable site for a 
new Union, tlie University authorities have at last taken 
the first step towai'ds tlie fulfillment of a dream which 
has been in the minds of students since the I930's. 

Already inuch groundwork has been laid by the 
Students themselves. An active New Union Committee.^ 
is at present discussing, the pln.ns with ai-chitects desi- 
ftnated by the University. The Students' Society has over 
the year.s contributed a consideiable sum to be held in 
trust and to be used by the University if and when the 
construction of a new building was approved. 

The only hitch remaining now .seems to be a lack 
o£ more money. A press release from the Principal's office 
indicates the project will be given "high priority" when 
funds become available for the construction. 

In an editorial yesterday we quoted the Daily in 
1911-12 as describing a "new" campus which would be 
a "magnificent asset to student activities". Among the 
various facilities planned were a gymnasium with swim- 
ming pool and a hockey arena north of the football field. 
The article ended in saying that the required capital 
would have to come from outside sources since llniver- 
sitv funds were not available. The :McGill Winter Stadium 
was opened in 1956 and the swimming pool has been added 
to the gvmnasium since the war. We trust tliis state of _ 
affairs will not happen again. A new Union for- McGill 
students has ceased to be a luxury. It i.s now an absolute 
necessity. 

The Boai-d of Governors and tlie Senate are to be 
congratulated for their decision on the site of a. new 
Union; we trust they will not tarry in their approval of 
the. actual construction and that adequate funds will.be 
forthcoming. , ^

Eminent Lawyer] 
Talks At Hillel 

Today at 1 pm, Professor Frank R. Scott — lavi-yer, 
teacher, political refoiiner, and poet — will address Hillel 
in the "Meet tlie Faculty" series on "Momentous Questions 
in the World Today". 



W. C. Meredith, Dean of McGili 
Law School, describes Professor 
Scott as "unquestionably the 
outstanding Canadian authority 
on . constitutional and internatio- 
nal law", and he says, "he would 
be almost impossible to replace." 

Professor, Scott hag chosen 
"Students and Politics" as a 
problem which he feels Is perti- 
nent today. 

As well as being a Professor 
of Law at McGill Universit.v since 
1028, President of the association 
of Canadian Law Teachers, and 
an active participant in the Ca- 
nadian Bar Association's Com- 
mittee on .
